5. (Original) The method of claim 1 wherein the compound is administered 
parenterally. 

6. (Original) The method of claim 1 wherein the compound is administered 
transdermally. 
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7. (Original) The method of claim 1 wherein the compound is administered in a 
dosage of from 0.01|ag to lOmg per day per 160 pound person. 

8. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 1 wherein the compound is 2-methylene- 
1 9-nor- 1 a-hydroxy-homopregnacalciferol. 

9. (Original) The method of claim 1 wherein the compound is 2-methylene-19- 
nor-20(S)-la,25-dihydroxyvitamin D 3 .
